NOTIFTCATION 

New Delhi, the 26th April, 2000 

G.S.R 351(E). —Whereas a draft of certain rules further to amend the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, was 
published as required by Section 12 and 33 of (he Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), at page 2 in the Gazette 
of India, Extraordinary Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i) dated the 5th May, 1999 with the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department of Health) number GSR 316(E), dated the 
5th May, 1999 inviting obj ections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby, before the expiry of a 
period of forty days from the date on which the copies of the Official Gazette containing the said notifications were 
made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on May 6,1999; 

And whereas objections and suggestions received from the public on the said draft rules have been considered 
by tlie Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 12 and 33 of the said Act, the Central Govern¬ 
ment, after consultation with the Drugs Technical Advisory Board, hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (Third Amendment) Rules, 2000. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945,— 

(A) in rule 64, in sub-rule (2), in second proviso for clause (ii), tlie following clause shall be substituted, 
namely ;— 

“(ii) in the charge of a conqjetent person, who— 

(a) is a Registered Pharmacist, or; 

(b) has passed the matriculation examination or its equivalent examination from a recognised 

Board with the four years’ experience in dealing with sale of drugs, or, 

(c) holds a degree of a recognised University with one year’s experience in dealing with drugs;” 

(B) after rule 148, die following new rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

'■148A. Prohibition against altering inscriptions on containers, labels or wrappers of cosmetic.—^No person 
shall alter, obliterate or deface any inscription or mark made or recorded by the manufacturer on the container, lable or 
wrapper of any cosmetic; 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall apply to any alteration, inscription or mark made on the container, 
lable or wrapper of any cosmetic at the instance or direction or with the permission of the licensing authority.”
